2. One system developed and sold by Wescom, Inc. was a 
personnel locator system as disclosed in anited States Patent No. 
4,990,892 in the name of Guest et at. The personnel locator 
system, while fulfilling the purpose of identifying members 
belonging to different classes, was not designed to identify each 
individual of a large number of persons . To accomplish this , 
greater amounts of information was required- for the infrared 
transmissions which in turn excessively shortened battery life 
for the portable transmitters. Charles Sell and I observed that 
what was needed was a way to convey more information with less 
pulses. This could be accomplished by conveying 2 pieces of 
information with, one oulac but that seamed impossible. The way 
that we accomplished this is disclosed in the above- identified 
patent application.

1. I am co-inventor with Alexander Conrad in the 
above-identified patent application and I am president of Wescom 
Inc. a corporation of the State of Delaware having a place or 
business at 4800 Dellwood Ave. Jacksonville, Florida. I have 
worked in the fields of" electronics and nurse call systems since 
1973. My responsibilities at Wescom have included the 
development and sales of products . I was one of the original 
founders of Wescom and have been in charge of operations since 
inception. As a start up company in 1983, Wescom was a division 
of Westside Communications of Jacksonville, Inc. and later became 
a separate corporate entity engaged as a communications and 
systems integrator. Corporate aales for L993 were 2,450,000. 

2. One system developed and sold by Wescom, Inc. was a 
personnel locator system as disclosed in United States Patent No. 
4,990,892 in the name of Guest et at. The personnel locator 
system, while fulfilling the purpose of identifying members- 
belonging to different classes, was designed to identify each of 
three levels of personnel., but. was not designed to identify each

individual of a large number of individuals. To accomplish this, 
greater amounts of inf ormation was required from the infrared^-, 
transmissions which in turn excessively shortened battery life 
for the portable transmitters. 

3. wescom Inc. is the assignee of United States Patent 
application Serial no. 957, 562, filed October 7, 1992 < Wescom 
patent application) which is believed to provide a unique system 
for the infrared transmission of encoded personnel identification 
and through the use of an algorithm the infrared transmissions 
were staggered in time to prevent overlapping transmissions and 
ensure valid receptions. Lastly, battery life remained at an 
acceptable level by the transmission in each pulse bursts of 
pulses, where each pulse represented more than one bit of 
information. 

4. Wescom has successfully sold six (5) intelligent 
locator systems embodying the inventions of the Wescom patent 
application.
